Anglund, Joan Walsh Harcourt, Brace 
IN A PUMPKIN SHELL 7 3/4x94; cloth; $2.95 


A Mother Goose ABC with lovely pictures - most of them in rich color- and 
all filled with the kind of detail that small children love. The rhymes are chosen 
not necessarily because they start with A or B or C- or what have you- but because 
a key word appears with the key letter. There's lots of humor here, in both jingles 
and pictures, and the traditional forms of the nursery rhymes will delight those who 
are at odds with some of the modern versions. A not overcrowded first Mother Goose 
for the picture book age.

Hoff, Syd Holt, Rinehart & Winston 
OGLUK THE ESKIMO 1024x83; $2.50 


When a New York cartoonist turns his caricatures into juvenile picture 
books anything can happen, as is evidenced in Julius, Oiiver and Sammy the Seal. 
And now we have the utter absurdity of Ogluk, tne first Eskimo boy to be sent to the 
tropics for his health. It is a silly story, but the young- and some old- like 
nonsense nonsensical. This is for them. It might be used as a very first beginning 
reader book.

THE LITTLE BROWN HEN 6 5/8x8; cloth; $2.50 


The Kansas prairies might be the setting for this story of a country boy 
whose summer was spoiled because he lost his pet hen. He tried to whistle when he 
went fishing, but it was a half-hearted whistle, even when he caught enough fish for 
supper. And then he heard a familiar sound- and there was his little brown hen, 
clucking to four downy ducklings she had hatched out. It was a big day to celebrate 
Willie's mother's birthday. A friendly story of a child and his pet, with one tone 
wash drawings by Harper Johnson. A read aloud book which a third grader could read 
to himself.

KAROLEENA’S RED COAT 84x103;Paper over Board; $2.50 


Karoleena, an Austrian child, sets off for her first day at school. No 
one can confuse her with the other children because while they all wear navy-blue 
coats, Karoleena wears a bright red one. For what seems an endless period of time, 
Karoleena’s red coat causes her to be ostracized from her conformist school friends, 
but as she shows herself to be endowed with talent, the coat becomes a symbol of 
pride and virtue. Those who are familiar with the author's f:k: books and the first 
Karoleena story will welcome this episode which combines a lively story, a situation 
meaningful to all children exposed for the first time to organized society, and the

Utter and lovable nonsense this- but somehow one reads 
with enchantment and credulity about Paddington and his marmalade, Paddington and the 
sticky cream buns, Paddington and a succession of mishaps, all in good faith. It's all 
very English- but then so are Alice and Mary Poppins and Peter Pan and a host of other 
favorites of makebelieve.

And- 
in very direct and simple text, there is a combination of personal experience and 
something about what is required if you're going to be... a librarian, a dentist, 
an airplane hostess, a cowboy. The illustrations are uneven in quality- two color, 
line and wash reproduction.

A DOG FOR SUSIE 7Tax9¢; Cloth; $2.50 


* This is an original approach to a standard brand situation:- Susie is going 
to have a pet, at first she cannot make up her mind what she wants- and then, with a 
dog the answer, she cannot make up her mind what kind of dog. The way in which all 
sorts of dogs are shown her at the pet shop - tall, short, long, small, big, etc. No 
one is just right; she likes them all, but... It isn't until she finds a dog that 
needs her that she makes up her mind. Susie is a very natural little girl - and her 
problem a recognizable one. The story is told in an easy vocabulary but in the telling 
there is nothing stereotyped. And at the end, spot drawings of all the dogs Susie saw 
are identified for those who want to learn their names. Betsy Warren's pictures adds 
a natural and slightly humorous touch.

This ts about the seventh or eighth yeer of the True Book series, designed 
for the 7 to g age groups at the beginning science interest level. The texts are 
98% composed of words from the Combined Word List for Primary Reading, though the 
specialized subject matter sometimes demands high level concepts. Unfortunately the 
quality and style and content vary considerably, dependant on the authors and illustrators. 


Elkin, Benjamin- THE TRUE BOOK OF MONEY. Pictures by Mary Gehr. (1C:60-6672) 
Informative, interesting text. Fair if childish pictures. Good. 


Miner, 0. Irene Severy- THE TRUE BOOK OF COMMUNICATION. Pictures by Irene Miner & 
Katherine Evans. (LC:60-11156) 


Inadequate text: oversimplification leaves out important basic concept- 
i.e. information; though the words "message", "communication", "sign" and "symbol" 
are presented. Lungs are not mentioned in telling how we talk. Clay easier to in- 
seribe abetterreason than "stone was heavy to carry". Samuel B. Morse only histo- 
rical name mentioned. Pictures childish, contribute nothing to text. Poor. 
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Podendorf, Illa- THE TRUE BOOK OF ANIMAL HOMES. Pictures by John Hawkinson. (LC :60-11158) 


Text written down so that information in overly simple sentences is repetitive © 
and uninteresting. Clever idea but unimaginatively executed. Illustrations suited to 
younger ages. Fair. 


Podendorf, Illa- THE TRUE BOOK OF PLANT EXPERIMENTS. Pictures by Bill Armstrong. 
(LC :60-6678) 


Text misses opportunity to demonstrate "curiosity" as motivating scientific 
interest. Interesting enough experiments are poorly interpreted by 2 color "arty" 
illustrations rather than accurate pictures, which should have been used to illuminate 
a science subject. Fair, 


Keats, Ezra Jack & Cherr, Pat , Crowell 
MY DOG IS LOST! 6 3/4x94; cloth; $2.75 


A big city can be desolation for a small foreigner. But it can also be a 
friendly place, as Juanito discovered when his dog was lost shortly after they came from 
Puerto Rico. How to go about finding him, when Juanito knew only Spanish was a problem. 
But the children he encountered found ways of learning what was the trouble- what this 
dog was like- and how to get everyone to help find Pepito. In words in two languages - 
two phrases and seven new-found words- the children succeeded, and even the policeman 
played his role. Juanito and Pepito decided that New York was a friendly city. With 
text and pictures- 44 in two colors and some in soft blacks against a red or a white 
ground - the story is told. With a little help a second year reader could manage this- 
and his younger brothers and sisters will like it read aloud.

A situation important to the 
child, a tiny text, and vivid pictures will make this an encouraging and enjoyable reading 
experience for the child who has taken only the first steps toward reading. Note new 
series.

BIG PUPPY AND LITTLE PUPPY 7x9; cloth; $2.50 


With words by Irma Black and beguiling wash drawings by Theresa Sherman, the 
concept of big and bigger, small and smaller is presented in entertaining form. Two 
puppies are worried- one because he is too big, one because he is too small. And their 
mother pushes them out into the world to see for themselves. They soon find that size 
is relative, and make friends, and understand themselves better. A story beginning 
readers will enjoy, while finding that reading isn't too much of a hurdle. (9/15)

* Second year readers with ambitions in the direction of being junior cowboys 
will find they can take the hurdles and read this story to themselves. For all the cow- 
boy lingo is here, as the story is told of how Whitey talked himself into going on the @ 
roundup- and then did everything wrong from the start. But once that grim morning was 
behind him, he buckled down, and without complaining took the chores that came his way- 
and wound up as a small hero with a neat bit of roping. Good factual material which

But Mac was a moose and not a boy- and it didn't work, particularly when Mac 
heeded the call of another moose. It is a charming story of a boy and a creature of 
the wilds- and of how Baptiste's parents found the answer for all the isolated child- 
ren in a school in the woods.

Only Dr. Seuss could break down the resistance, and he does it with a contagious use 
of repeat words and phrases- and winds up with complete capitulation. Here's a tale

Ailill was a black goat and the 
judges preferred a white one for the king, but the only white one was an ill-favored 
goat named Terence. How Ailill disappeared and how Paddy found a white goat that 
was crowned king and how his reluctant faith in the Little People was restored makes 
a spirited tale.

But 
there were dangers, and a rackety dog drove him away. Then in the woods he found a mate, 
and eventually brought his mate- and then their cubs- back to the friendly house. The 
unusual thing about this story is that the fox is always a fox- true to its own nature; 
and the children have learned to respect the freedom of the wild. Soft toned pencil 
drawings add immeasureably to the text.

Emma leads the hymn singing in the morning and the soft ball game at recess. In a series 
of adventures, in class and out, Emma wins the respect and then the love of her classmates, 
including Wild Charlie, Big Jacob and Lars the Lark. Even the teacher, Mr. Frisk, takes 
Emma on her own terms, and discovers a good deal about himself in the process. This is a 
unique story and reading fun for the 9-12's.

Explorers in a New World include men 
who were adventurers, men seeking a new route to China, men who sought riches, new places 
for settlement, new chances for freedom. The familiar names are here, and the stories are 
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briskly and vividly told...Linked with this Settlers on a Strange Shore tells of 
some of the early settlements- the French at Fort Caroline, the Spanish at Fort 

» Augustine, the disappearance of the Roanoke Island settlement; the settlements that 
endured in Jamestown and Plymouth... Heroes of the Western Outposts is a sure 
favorite with stories of Kit Carson, Jim Bridger, Bill Hickok- and the lesser known 
men such as John Colter...And in Men on Iron Horses the beginnings of railroading 
here take vigorous form,- first the experimental launching of rail travel, then such 
problems as signalling, carrying freight, etc. This is an excellent series. Average 
third year readers will be able to compass the vocabulary, while the telling is 
lively enough and varied enough in content to hold readers up to 11 and 12.

An excellent addition to an excellent factual series- and again one that 
answers all the questions in clear, concise and interesting form. The technical 
details are succinctly stated; the chronology of development highspots the main 
steps- and then gets down to todays training, procedure, equipment. And to the 
varied areas in which parachutists function, other than in the army. Two of the 
most interesting are the smoke jumpers and the paramedics. Parachutes- independently 
of the chutists- are used for equipment drops, from food and ammuniton to jeeps and 
even tanks. Here is a field where the training is arduous- and the ultimate oper- 
ation full of thrills and dangers but also of important research wofk for the future 
of space travel.

All the major- and many minor sports 
are described from their origins (often a necessity not a sport - as in running and 
riding and hunting), to the modern versions. Among men of the ancient world only 
Greece had sports for sports sake. Today all people do. Origins of contests - 
amateur and professional - are also discussed. While the coverage is wide~ space 
does not permit details of "“how-to"- so this is what its title indicates- the "story 
of sports".

He vividly demonstrates how: each 
phenomenon is related to other phenomena which together form an efficient life pat- 
tern.

His home town in 
Washington County, Pennsylvania, had many differing sentiments on the question of slavery 
in 1832, and it was certainly no place for careless talk. Since it was so close to the 
Virginia border, it was frequented by militant abolitionists, slave-hunters, underground- 
railway agents, and adventure-seekers. Brady's preacher father was against slavery. His 
Virginian mother considered it the natural order of life. Brady, himself, remained un- 
committed until events forced him to take a stand and to act in secret. Mrs. Fritz has 


written an exciting, yet tender, chronicte of the boy, his home, and his times. Illustrated }

THE LOST CANYON OF THE NAVAJOS $3.00 


In spite of its weaknesses, this story of the Navajo country of the Southwest 
somehow emerges as a convincing adventure. Ysidro, a young Navajo sheepherder, leads a 
trio of University professors to the ruins of ancient Indian cliff-dwellings in a little- 
known canyon in Northern Arizona. The canyon is familiar, however, to an unsavory ex- 
convict who is suspected of sheep-stealing and bank-robbing. His efforts to prevent the ' 
party from reaching the canyon provide genuine suspense to a story which initially smacks 
of condescension to the modern Indian and which seems inconsistent now and then.

In straight exposition, she describes the changing poli- 
tical and commercial scene, then returns to the family story to show how these influences 
act upon the day-to-day life of the people. We see the pressure of life mount with the 
demand for speed. We see crafts give way to industries. And when the son of the family 
turns from textiles to the coal industry, we see the appalling picture of working condi- 
tions at that time; the inhuman use of child labor in the collieries; and the general 
pattern of confusion and helplessness in people caught in a too-rapidly changing world. 
Great inventions and their uses are described in detail, as is the search for new sources 
of power to run the machines. A useful list of suggested reading is appended. Miss 
Spencer writes well. Illustrated with 15 engravings of the period, the book is a marvel 
of research and imagination. But it demands a special interest on the part of the reader 
and is not aimed at the dilettante.

FROM STONES TO SKYSCRAPERS $3.50 


* This is a book about architecture, and it covers such a far range of history 
that the age appeal should not stop with the juvenile level- but go on up from the early 
teens to interested adults seeking a quick, concise refresher. This is definitely 
geared for those interested in the subject of how man's buildings have developed from the 
pyramids of Egypt to the United Nations building today. A few basic principles emerge- 
that the style of architecture reflects the way of life of a people, the climate, the 
religion, the history. From Egypt to Babylonia, to Greece, to Rome, the ancient types of 
architecture grew out of the people and their history. Then as trade routes widened 
their culture, Byzantine architecture developed; and with the early medieval period, the 
Romanesque. But it was in the 13th century when the power of the church was greatest 
that the Gothic style came into its own, and stained glass and sculpture came to be 
integral parts of the building. Renaissance architecture drew something from all that 
had gone before, and as its vigor died down the grotesque extravagances of the baroque 
developed. -Paralleling centuries of these periods of architecture the Saracenic architect- 
ure of the Moslems appeared wherever the Moslems invasions took over, while in the Orient 
the Hindu, the Chinese and the Japanese developed their own forms. Finally, in our own 
United States we see copies and influences of all the others, and only in our own time has 
contemporaryfunctionalism made its mark. The concise style, the accompanying drawings in 
effective line, combine to make a useful and beautiful book. It should find a permanent 
place in high school libraries.

The well known philologist, Mario Pei, wrote one book for young people 
entitled All About Language and this new book, done with Eloise Lambert, stems from 
some of the same research. In the teens, some young people- a minority, I fear- are 
fascinated with backgrounds of words, and the narrowing down of this interest to the 
personal concern with names- where they came from and what they mean- would presuppose ! 
a market for this book. But don't confine it to the young. There is nothing juvenile 
in the approach or handling, and a good deal of background in history, social history, 
mythology and legend is taken for granted, as the sources of names are investigated. 

What does a name reveal:- language source,religious faith, original occupation, tribal 
identification, physical characteristics, place, descriptive connotations, chosen 
role- these and many others provide clues, whether the name is a first name or a 
family name. Biblical and religious names indicate other possible origins. Some 
names grew out of shift in pronunciation, and are virtually untranslatable. Then there 
are names associated with physical qualities- with color- with animals suggesting 
characteristics. Family names grew out of place names, occupations, clan names, nick- 
names. The commonest names in many languages- their sources- their meanings- are 
discussed. And in final chapters,- the names given to flowers, to foods, to parts of 
clothing, to trade names for liquor, etc., to scientific discoveries, even to holidays 
and seasons. This is an all inclusive survey, but lacks the definition charts of 
names one might have expected to find here. This for the inquiring mind- rather than 
for parents seeking a quick solution to What shall we name the baby?

Born in Basel at the end of the 19th century to a poor and strife-ridden fa- 
mily, Hans Schmetterling (Butterfly) soon discovers the effectiveness of self-mockery 
and mimicry as a means of easing and disguising his sensitivity and ugliness. He leaves 
home to join a circus and is taken under the guiding wing of the wise circus manager, 
Franz, an elderly and thoughtful man. He eventually becomes the lover of Martha, the 
owner of the circus and a dynamic and beautiful woman, replaces Franz as her man of af- 
fairs, and never escapes her spell. Innately condemned to the role of non-participant 
but an acute observer of life, Hans is always painfully alone in a time which is a con- 
fused period of transition "in the diversity of the old and the new world". And Hans, 
who assumes the classic stance of the clown "between the sublime and the ridiculous" also 
realizes that there is a loneliness in himself which he can never obliterate. Ina des- 
perate and half-conscious attempt to overcome the unreality of his existence, he sets fire 
to the circus and in so doing, shatters the scaffolding of his life. At the end, having 
witnessed the destruction of the circus, Martha's agonized death and the slow war-death @ 
of Europe he acknowledges that he has used hatred "against that vast indignity" to hide 
his own and revolted against the war as against his own fate..

Perhaps not quite as exciting as The Rape of the Fair Country, but still a 
strong novel is laid in Wales again, in 1839 when the oppressed farmers formed a se- 
cret society- "The Rebecca" - which roamed the countryside by night, burning the 
hayricks and tollgates of the gentry. Jethro Mortymer, 14, comes to his Grandfer's 
farm with his widowed mother Mam (Jethro's father had died of work in the iron mills), 
his fierce, beautiful sister Morfydd (her lover killed in the Rebellion), and gentle 
sister-in-law Mari (Jethro's brother was killed escaping imprisonment). The three 
lovely widows stir the community variously. Morfydd talks rebellion and courts with 
local men; an old admirer of Mam's reappears; Jethro falls in love with Tessa, the 
Squire's crippled daughter. But perpetually mixed with the social gaiety is hard 
work and sorrow. Jethro and Morfydd go to work in the mines and Jethro joins the 
Rebecca. Tessa dies of t.b. in his arms. Grandfer dies, drunk and frozen in the 
peat bog. Mam marries her old friend and Jethro has a brief, passionate affair. 

This intense struggle, of joy against bitter poverty, ends when the beloved Morfydd 
is killed in a horrible mine disaster and the Rebecca is betrayed. The writing is 

a clipped, dialect-tuned poetry, full of haunting scenes and a hard Celtic sadness 
and humor.

Adrienne is presented 
as a woman who achieved much through her dedication to the art of acting, which sus- 
tained her through childhood poverty, the birth of an illegitimate daughter and a long 
separation from her, until she burst upon-the scene as a licensed actress at the Comedie 
Francaise. She substituted the rhythms of natural speech for the rather wooden declama- 
tory style then in vogue in the theatre, and achieved a place in court society not easily 
attainable by one of her scandalous profession. She also lost much through her love for @ 
the fascinating illigitimate son of the King of Poland, Maurice de Saxe, to whom she 
gave her devotion, her jewels to aid him in his attempts for a throne, and finally, her 
life, as she was poisoned by a rival for Maurice's affections. The background of French 
society on the eve of revolution and the complex character of the devoted and malicious 


Voltaire are especially well-drawn, but it is the romantic figure of Adrienne herself 
that dominates this book.

Ellen Rood, a fair daughter of Squatter's Row, returns (apparently out of 
sheer laziness) to her classeconscious hometown of Blainesville from whence she es- 
caped a few years earlier by a hasty marriage to a carnival performer. Being soon 
widowed, she passed a shadowy idyll in New York City, and now, seeking solace for a 
singed heart, she Greyhounds it for Home. But solace there is not, trouble there is. 
From the moment her long limbs touch home soil she is soiled by vicious gossip and the 
lustful glances of the idlers around the barbershop. Mother needles her, Brother Eddie 
is hostile and Pa "never works steady". She does her best to get ahead: her full- 
bosomed, red-haired beauty dazzles the Country Club set, catches and bounces the eye 
of the town's tycoon, Casper Blaine.

Sisters and Brothers, a first novel, is a story about childhood and it com- 
bines several elements ~- realism, exaggeration, fantasy - which generally do not success- 
fully coexist and which are particularly difficult to sustain in the indistinct world 
children inhabit. Julian Moynahan's first effort is touching and creditable but finally 
unreal. During the Depression the O'Rourke boys, Peter and Tom, were placed by their 
parents, for a-while, in an orphanage run by a monstrously cruel order of Catholic nuns. 
Unable to comprehend the necessity which separated them from home, the brothers are utter- 
ly miserable and find that their own innocence and basic goodness mysteriously results in 
inexplicable punishments. After a fall which nearly causes his death, Tom, seven, be- 
comes remote and withdrawn and somehow reaches the conclusion that life in a nightmare 
is only bearable if one's feelings and faculties are suspended. Gifted with imagination, 
he engages in fantasies which have such charm that they result, for Tom, Peter and the 
other younger children in mass, general distortions and finally cause the boys' removal 
from the orphanage. Reunited with his family Tom fails to see that the difference between 
truth and falsity made any difference in his case and he comes to conclusions about Life - 
that it can't be understood - that go far beyond the understanding of a mere child.

This is his fifth Southern portrait and politics, sex and demogoguery are 
strong features here.

@ cousin, John Frank, around the country in John's campaign to become governor. His 
opponent is a blood and thunder, sex and damnation orator, the Preacher Clutts. Calvin 
is a passive but disapproving observer at several fish fries, speeches, backstage quar- , @ 
rels and deals- but he does meet and fall in love with the equally highminded Anna, a 
newspaperwoman. Their affair proceeds predictably- but it is about the only thing that 
does in a campaign that appears to have no issues, no logic and no point except the battle 
between two ambitious personalities. By the close, latterday revelations of the past and 
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presumed motivations of the cousins expose John Frank as just as much of a scoundrel 
as the preacher... In spite of lurid material and some striking scenes- the book is 
oddly flat and difficult for a non-Southerner to follow.

A bright-eyed satire has little in common with the saturnalia of The Way

A drastic and dramatic story of medicine today has been translated from 
the German but there is very little sea change and it goes to show, or perhaps ex- 
pose, that this profession- for all its protective ethics- is no more highminded 
than those who are engaged in its practice. In this case, Will Feldhusen, 48, with 
a young and demanding wife, has secured through political favoritism a hospital 
placement as head of the department of obstetrics and gynecology. (Obstetrics once 
again lends itself to the most susceptible and suspect situations- birth and life, 
life and death.) Under him is Hans Neugebauer, the resident surgeon who had wanted 
the job and been passed over, a far more competent man if harder to get along with. 
Feldhusen has not operated in 14 years, so it is with horrified fascination that the 
reader attends his amphitheatrical performances which go from bad to worse; he per- 
forms an unnecessary hysterectomy on a childless young woman; doesn't operate as 
radically as necessary on a cancer case; and finally bungles a delivery and kills 
both mother and child.

* This first novel, the 1959 Goncourt prize, has had an impressive success all 
over Europe and the strength of the book, a chronicle of the persecution of the Jews 
from a 12th century massacre at York to the concentration camps of World War II, is not 
to be questioned. It is from this first incident, when a Rabbi Levy slaughtered some 
200 of his flock rather than submit, that the legend of the Just (or Lamed-Vov) origin- @ 
ated. One from each generation of the descendants of the Rabbi would be the chosen of 
the chosen people and the symbol of their suffering in the centuries to come. From the 
ghettos of Poland, down to the present time, this traces individual stories of the Just- 
often unaware of their special designation. The heart of the book is centered on the 
"last of the just", an “Inconsolable", Ernie, who as a small boy is already a somewhat 
sorry figure, slight, sensitive, and seemingly unfit for the ordeal of ridicule, calumny 
and brutality he will ultimately experience. There are many shattering scenes from his 
childhood in Poland on to his escape to France, his tender love affair with a crippled 
girl, and finally his voluntary entry into a concentration camp. It is here as he goes 
to find his kingdom of the Jews in the gas ovens of Auschwitz that Ernie fulfills his 
destiny... Schwartz-Bart handles his tragic theme without sentimentality, with an often 
unbearable realism which includes irony and does not preclude humor. To assess its ap- 
peal for a general market, one must allow for not only the will to forget but also for 
the very particular inflection here of the Eastern European Jew- singularized not only 
by their background but by their enclosed, orthodox faith. Critical response- in addi- 
tion to strong publisher enthusiasm- may override this; it is a powerful book- an eloquent 
and enduring testament of the calvary of the Jews. (LC: 60-11947)

THE DOLLAR DIPLOMA $3.95 


A satiric look at a large midwestern university, Fox, levels some acute criti- 
cisms of higher education today- and one of its lower achievements- the dollar diploma 
or the working ticket for a job. The advent of a new president there seems to usher 
out the old- namely its system of Individualized Education (or coddling eggheads)- and © 
inject the possibility of bringing back football, and during a few weeks here spent with 
Berghof, its public relations Director, Tom Mears, the editor of the University Press, 
and some of its doubletalking, triple thinking members of the faculty, a good many ideas 
and issues are kicked around. There is the importation of a pro-Communist French novelist 
and her assault on American culture which leads to a riot; the attempt to raise funds;

* This is an extraordinarily interesting piece of the history of our times, 
made possible first by the fact that an excellent reporter was on the scene and lived 
through much of it, second by the wealth of primary source material secured at the 
time of the defeat and fall of the Third Reich. Hitler is, of course, the focal point, 
a “person of undoubted if evil genius". Shirer destroys some of the legends of his 
youth but traces the steps by which he came to power through the instrumentality of 
Eckhart, who found him a tool for his own ends. National Socialism was founded by 
misfits; by 1920 Hitler's talents as agitator, organizer and propagandist had brought 
most of the associates of stature to its ranks. The Nazification of Germany- forecast 
by Hitler-in Mein Kampf, consolidated in the lean years out of power, infiltrated into 
the armed services, engineered by a group of brilliant, ruthless opportunists, became 
a fait accompli before the world took Hitler seriously. All the facets are explored:- 
the racial laws, the persecution of Christians as well as Jews, the control of press, 
education, the arts, the abolishing of the separate powers of the states, of free trade 
unions, the steps to war while talking peace, the wizardry of Schacht's economic policy, 
the fooling of the people. And then, chronologically, the march of victory, while 
Chamberlain fumbled:- Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, the deal with Russia - and 

World War II. To this reader this part of the book, perhaps the first two thirds, was 
more provocative and interesting reading than the war years. But even in the war years, 
Shirer injects a revealing picture of Hitler's duality. The record shows decisions 
made while statements to the contrary were issued; it shows division in the ranks,- 

@  ovetween Hitler and Molotov, Hitler and Mussolini, Hitler and his own general staff, 
Hitler and Japan. America's part in the war was his final and fatal miscalculation. 
Throughout, sharp pen pictures of what life in the Third Reich was like should help 
keep the world from forgetting. A book not only for reference, but for absorbed read- 
ing.

Avi-Yonah, Michael ISRAEL - Ancient Mosaics $18.00 


The beautiful 15 by 11-inch reproductions which constitute this art-collec- 
tor's pride are delicately shaded and photographed in such a way as to bring into dis- 
tinct relief the intricacies of each work of mosaic, primitive in design though most 
of them are. Brought for the first time to the access of a wide public these details 
of the mosaic floors are taken from the ruins of 5th and 6th century synagogues and 
churches in Israel (several from the Jefzibah Beth-Alpha Synagogue and the Tabgha 
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Church of the Multiplication of Loaves and Fishes), and as works of mosaic craftsmanship, 
they provide a wealth of religious, historical, and cultural reflections. This is elab- 
orated upon in detail in the accompanying explanatory texts by Mr. Schapiro - writer and 
critic - and Mr. Avi-Yonah - authority on the antiquities of Israel. Though predominantly 
Jewish in origin, there are a few early Christian and late Roman examples. In connection 
with the purposes of the UNESCO World Art Series, UNESCO's Director General called this 
book "the single project of which we are most proud."

A PICTORIAL GUIDE TO AMERICAN GARDENS $5.95 


Col. Frohman has photographed and lectured on Western European gardens and now 
turns his attention to American gardens, travelling thousands of miles to secure his ma- 
terial. Jean Elliot, though a long time garden enthusiast, has prepared the text for 
this volume at her desk, from answers to questionnaires, extensive correspondence, and 
careful analysis of a wealth of material. The purpose of the book- beyond that of arn- 
chair enjoyment- is to serve as a guide to the motoring garden lover who wants to visit 
Outstanding gardens wherever his road takes him. The information is divided for climatic 
reasons into regional sections; the garden sequences are listed clockwise. Each garden 
selected- whether a public garden, one of the very few nursery gardens, a private garden- 
contains the name, address, brief definitive and descriptive statement, instructions as to 
how to reach it, when open, and what- if any- admission charge is made. Each state has 
its own introductory data- and there is information on garden organizations, clubs, etc., 
etc. There are 400 half tone photographs, 90 in full color. Two indexes make ready refer- 
ence possible. A useful book for the garden reference shelf, for the travel reference 
shelf. There's an immense amount of valuable information. One could wish there had been 
more sparkle to the presentation.

This is a wholly American book about the place of the American Indian in the 
anthropological history of the western hemisphere. "A golden age of American anthro- 
pology," says Margaret Mead, "falls naturally into a period where the young science 
could still draw on the living memories of Indians... Study of the Indians contributed @ 
to the moral fervor and hopefulness that went into the delineation of man as a culture- 
building animal..." This is a big book, packed with details -- these two editors are 
renowned for intricate and specific research, and The Golden Age is no exception. For 
all of that, it is smooth and interesting reading. American Indians and everything 
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about them are put into perspective from the time of pre-history when they themselves 
were "immigrants to the great empty continents of the New World" to today's pitiful 
spectacle of reservation Indians "withdrawing further from- rather than becoming more 
adjusted to- white civilization.” Dr. Mead's name needs no introduction. Ruth Bunzel 
is Lecturer in Anthropology at Columbia University, and a recognized authority on Amer- 
ican Indian culture. They have selected writings and researches by some sixty anthro- 
pologists, and set these off into six sections framed by their own notes and intro- 
ductions. As comprehensive a work as might be imagined, adult but not too stiffly

"Making and selling brushes was an expedient to which I turned when no one 
would hire me." From that modest beginning, Alfred Fuller, being a dedicated sales- 
man and full of curiosity about brushes, built a bristling empire. He advanced brush 
design and construction by giant steps and created the romantic figure of the Fuller 
Brush Man. Born of a mother who lived by the Bible and a father who farmed by the 
moon on a Nova Scotia frontier, he was the eleventh of twelve children and early de- 
veloped a sturdy, self-provident attitude toward life. He came to Boston a "country 
bumpkin" with little aptitude for anything in the city until he and the neglected 
brush joined forces. He went into business by designing utility brushes suggested 
to him by his customers and his own observations, selling them for later delivery, 
then rushing to make them up for the delivery date. He moved his business to Harte 
ford, recruited more salesman and it just grew like Topsy. By 1914 it was a rollick- 
ing nationwide business with over 1000 cash-and-carry salesmen and so complicated 
it was a constant puzzle to Mr. Fuller. The last part of the book relates anecdotes 
and incidents in the life of Fuller Brush Men and lists some amusing sales instruc- 
tions. Mr. Fuller's story ends with a rather lamentable tract on his philosophy of 
life and the mysterious powers that watched over him,- but all in all it's a vital 
bit of Americana.

DISCRIMINATION--- U.S.A. $4.95 


The liberal Senior Senator from New York has written a forceful, hopeful book 
about discrimination and the changes which have taken place- certainly in the legal and 
statutory aspects- in the last twenty years, and even more since he was a boy "scratching 
for a penny" on the lower East Side. While originally America was the haven for the Euro- 
pean looking for religious freedom, economic pressures and difficulties created the "ma- 
jority versus minority thinking" based on national origins as well as religion- while 
anti-semitism developed after World War I. Javits investigates discrimination in the law 
(the various court cases and decisions through the years in regard to civil rights), em- 
ployment opportunity (and the influence of the government, FEPC, union and community 
action), politics, housing, schools, etc. It is a study based on many facts and findings, 
and while it defines the legal rights which have been achieved, it also recognizes the 
hidden, restrictive barriers which still obtain-- as well as the more glaring global 
repercussions of American racism and the widespread international criticism to which it 
has léd. It deserves a perhaps wider audience than it may achieve, but it will be a @ 
very useful book as a definition of civil rights. (LC: 60-10926)

THE SPACE HANDBOOK $4.50 


When it comes to the multi-faceted topic of outer space, it is simply not enough 
nowadays for an author to interview "the world's top scientists", strip their views of

everyone seems to be agreed man is not to have an earthbound future, the physical, spirit- 
ual, and cultural considerations of space exploration are among today's most urgent prob- 
lems. Since this is undeniably a book for adults, Mr. Weiser cannot be excused for the 
occasional glibness of his writing. He has done a good job of assembling information on 
celestial subjects -- the sun, moon, and planets of our sOlar system and the universe, 
space-age hardware, Project Mercury and its astronauts, and a summary of completed space 
probes.

Another consumer report shows how we overbuy- once we've been persuaded- as 
industry, facing the "specter of glut" for the products they have to sell, force feeds 
the public through a variety of pressures and mechanisms. These include "growthman- 
ship" or needling purchasing appetites; throwaway strategy such as the "disposable" 
concept; and planned obsolescence, whether through styling or the calculated perish- 
ability of the product. The artificial aspects are far more extensive and there are 
sham elements in pricing, servicing, packaging, financing, commercializing to make: 
the hard sell easy and promote prodigality. And the dollar sign on the price tag is 
not the only price to be paid-- our national resources are being destroyed along with 
our individual character and our family patterns. Few people will argue with the 
fact that not the affluent but the superabundant society is at the same time impover- 
ished by its creature comforts - that its economy is dangerous and its values gutted, 
and Vance Packard has a barrage of assorted facts and figures as well as a large body 
of opinion to support him. His problem will be whether this has quite the revelation 
impact of The Hidden Persuaders. or the de-snob comeuppance of The Status Seekers. 
Without any test marketing facilities, (one might think not) but Packard's name 
assures a definite initial interest.

Langner, Lawrence Putnam 
THE PLAY'S THE THING $4.00 


In a long rambling dissertation, Lawrence Langner, co-founder of the Theatre 
Guild, unfolds his practical advice for playwrights. He discusses how a writer needs 
to live and work, what makes a play, what sort of plot:and characters the successful 
play must have, and the playwright's problems in production and rewriting. He anal- 
yzes the best approach to adaption and collaboration and touches on television writing. 
His approach is primarily that of the producer and his analysis of the themes and con- 
struction of plays might be considered by theatre historians to be generally sopho- 
moric, if not soporific. But his successful-production-do's-and-don'ts are soundly 
rooted in the traditional forms of theatre and may be helpful to the beginning play- 
wright. The one premise that Mr. Langner finds most valid is that the playwright 
must seek audience identification. This reader is inclined to feel that aiming for 
modern audience identification leads inevitably to those tedious suburban comedies 
about marital infidelity. However, for interesting sidelights on the habits of great 
writers -- O'Neill, Shaw, Sherwood, and Anderson- it is passable reading and supplies 
general information to the layman. Mr. Langner's traditional attitudes are worthy 
of attention. 


Simpson, George Crowell 
PEOPLE IN FAMILIES $7.95 


Based fundamentally on Freudian psychoanalytic theory, People in Families isa 
detailed, heavily annotated, comprehensive sociological examination of marriage, the 
family and related aspects of family life in the U.S. Relying to a great extent on 
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statistical information such as the Kinsey Reports Dr. Simpson discusses the contempor- 
ary American family as a product of the following events and influences: an urban indus- 

trial economy, universal education, secularization of society, the social and economic 
emancipation of women, the opportunity for status change, widespread premarital sexuality, @ 
a considerable divorce rate, and emphasis on parental personality in child rearing. He 
deplores the sociological tendency (now waning) to view American marriage from a per- 

spective which is white, Protestant and middle class, and he briefly discusses those 

family types which do not fall into this idealized and irrelevant category along with 

what he calls some identifiable "cultural configurations" - general designs or goals for 

most American families. Finally, however, he settles for just one "goal" - broad enough 

to be not really a goal at all: "the mental health and emotional stability of the family's 
members". He deals in detail with the specific processes, practices and developments of 
dating, courtship, the psychological elements in human mating, marital accommodations and 
discords, contraception, childhood and adolescence, divorce, the problem of the aged and 
deviant behavior.

Canada, in 1850 an assortment of sullen Pro- 
vinces scattered from the Atlantic Maritimes to British Columbia, built her "road to 
nationhood" the hard way. Political chicanery, inefficiency and speculation went into 
it, as did bitter dissension between French Catholics and English Protestants, not to 
mention violent border disputes, shouts of annexation and abortive invasions from the 
United States. The Canadian Pacific bound the nation together; Indians, "Mounties", 
farmers and gold-seekers helped form it, as did the half-breed "metis" who revolted 
under Louis Riel in the 1860's, and the more recent Dukhabor "uprising" in which the 
Dukhabors merely took off their clothes. Above all, however, Canada was built by men, 
honest, sometimes dishonest, dedicated, most of them from Scotland: George Brown of 
the Toronto Gicbe, Robert Smith, Lord Strathcona of the Canadian Pacific, and many 
others. Greatest of all were the two Premiers, the elusive and politically astute 
"John A." MacDonald, who ruled until 1891, and the French Canadian Wilfred Laurier, 

who “knew which fork to use", and under whom Canada in 1910 achieved full Dominion 
autonomy. Written by an author who knows both countries as he does his own garden and 
who pulls no punches, this remarkable book, perhaps the best account of Canadian devel- 
opment yet published, belongs in all libraries of North American history on both sides 
of the Boundary, and will appeal to students, teachers, and devotees of vividly written 
social and political history.

While this is written as a companion volume to The Lost Pharpphs, it can be 
read independently for the light it throws on the particulars of the daily life as 
conceived for the family of the Vizier Rekhmire, who served Tuthmosis III and whose 
tomb survives in Thebes today, to bear witness to its builder back in 1500 BC. Care- 
ful sifting of vast studies by archaeologists, interpretation of the wall paintings 
tracing the details of life there recorded, talking with Egyptologists, visiting 
museums where the relics of the period are shown, and using his own keen sense of 
human values, Cottrell has produced a convicing portrait of the times. Against a 
succinct survey, setting the Vizier in his period, with its heritage of the past, he 
has deduced the activities, the responsibilities of office, the houses and furnishings, 
the kinds of entertainment, the role of the women of his family, the training of his 
sons, something of the social and economic background of labor and the crafts, magic 
and medicine, buying and selling, religion and politics.

Subtitled A Prec:s <n Limited War, this is a dry and dusty document whose

Gen. Marshall, Theodore Roosevelt, Joseph Stalin, and Gen. MacArthur himself. A 
certain respect for Clausewitz, and a brash lack of it for the General, are evidenced 
in Higgins' recital of events culminating in MacArthur's dismissal and the great deal 
that has been said and written about it since. Those who admire MacArthur will find 
this a peculiarly captious treatment of the case; those who dislike their memories 
of the military personality may take some dour satisfaction in Higgins' use of 
"ambivalent", "absolutist", "headstrong", to describe the intemperance of the man's 
last months as an army officer. Scholars will find nuggets of fact and conflicting 
opinions buried under a welter of names and dates.

The American West is a region vast in territory, history and inhabitants, and 
in this book the author of The Frontier Years and Before Barbed Wire has covered 8 con- 
siderable section of it. His "Yellowstone" is the entire Yellowstone valley: the river 
itself, its tributaries, their tributaries, and the country through which they flow, as 
well as regions seldom considered as a part of the Yellowstone system, such as the Upper 
Missouri and the Hole-in-the-Wall in Wyoming. Nor are the author's "plainsmen" the 
"inhabitants of plains" of dictionary definition; they include almost everyone who ever 
saw the Yellowstone, from 18th-century explorers to 20th-century cattle rustlers. It is 
an impressive parade: Lewis & Clark; trappers, artists; scientists; Kenneth McKenzie, 
ruler of great Fort Union near the mouth of the Yellowstone; Father De Smet and Jim 


Bridger and the fabulous Sir George Gore; prospectors, bandits, cowboys, soldiers,- one 


of them named Custer. And always, of course, Indians, growing more hostile with the 
years: Red Cloud and Sitting Bull, Crazy Horse, the Ghost Dancers, and endless others. 
Unevenly written and awkwardly arranged but containing much fascinating material, this 
book, too heavy for casual reading, should appeal to Western "buffs" and writers of 
"Westerns" of all kinds. Professional historians will deplore its repetitions and minor 
inaccuracies, but will value it for its quotations from little-known sources and for its 
excellent bibliography.

"Is the theory of democracy sound? Can it, under new conditions of our time, 
succeed?" Minnesota's Junior Senator, Eugene McCarthy points out that only history can 
provide the ultimate answer to these twin questions. He asserts that while we wait for 
historians to catch up with us, we must act as if we know that the answer to both will 
be in the affirmative. We dare not, in his view, let the challenges of our era go un-met. 
The "significant political implications" of modern life require that we focus rational 
judgment on the need to strike "a balance between personal liberty and the demands of the 
common good." He reflects on how religious faith may stimulate legislation to alleviate 
suffering. He contrasts the essential similarities and differences in political wings of 
thought, giving extended space to a picture of contemporary liberalism. He analyzes the 
nature of ethics in government, and morality in national life. He assesses the problems 
of a credit economy and its competitive position in a world of goods versus ideas. He 
touches upon the present-day value of such things as loyalty oaths and the literal inter- 
pretation of the Declaration of Independence. It contributes to one's feeling of security 
that a legislator of McCarthy's stature commands such a sweeping view of these topics. 
Knowing the problems gets a man at least part way down the road to some solutions.

* It is a typical American commonplace that free men throughout the world are 
whole-heartedly in favor of disarmament. The distinct shock brought home by this book- 
and indicated by its title- comes when an attempt is made to define what disarmament 
is and is not and what it means and does not mean. Barnet has made a valiant effort 
not to play politics here. But the distinct implication of his formulation is a pique 
that goes beyond his statement that "The penetration of fundamental thinking on dis- 
armament in Washington is a prodigious task because of internal conflict within the 
Administration..." In the first part there is a thorough and long-overdue rundown of 
American action in this field since World War II. In the second, a similar briefing 
with regard to the Soviet Union. To these divisions is appended a concluding chapter 
in which he reiterates- "What is needed (in America) is a permanent agency with re- 
sponsibility for conducting research in disarmament and advising the President on dis- 
armament policy”. Clearly Barnet does not propose this as the whole solution; it is 
merely a suggested first step. He has brought all the facts together and poses some 
of the most forthright and meaningful questions ever directed at this complex problem. 
His sentiments are echoed in the hard-hitting introduction by Chester Bowles. Appear- 
ing late in an election year, Barnet stands to draw more attention than is customary 
for this topic.

UN: The First Fifteen Years — $2.75 


Eichelberger, Executive Director of the American Association for the United 
Nations, undertook to write this brief volume because of the vast changes in the five 
years since the publication of his UW: The First 10 Years. The approach of inter- 
planetary exploration; the colonial revolts and swelling of UN membership to 82 mem- 
bers, with more to come; the “population explosion"; the breakdown of the Five Power 
system originally intended to be the bulwark of the Security Council; the emergence 
of UN as a deciding factor for peace, particularly with the collapse of "Summitry",- 
these high spot the issues. "Nothing will finally keep the peace except through a 
concept of Planet Earth" he concludes, and he applauds or deplores UN agencies and 
activities to the extent that they have accepted this concept. He traces the uneven 
development of the peacemaking machinery, but sees hope in certain developments. He 
feels that emphasis on control and inspection in relation to disarmament point toward 
a world of law and an international police force. He deplores the reluctance of mem- 
ber nations to ratify the enforcing Covenants of the Universal Declaration Of Human 
Rights. While he finds much to extoll in the work of various agencies, he feels that 
all should have combined to make Africa a UN showcase rather than throw open the emer- 
gent continent to a bidding contest between ideologies. While not specifying the how 
of Charter revision, he feels that it is necessary for the strengthening of the UN as 
an instrument of international policy on various levels, even extending to such areas 
as Outer Space, Antarctica and the sea bottoms beyond the continental shelf. While 
Mr. Eichelberger is sometimes pedantic, often repetitious, his book has authority and 
will give no comfort to those who still predict disaster for the UN. Foreword by 
Eleanor Roosevelt.

Subtitled "The story of Lee and his men against Grant" this latest book by 
the Richmond author of Death of a Nation, etc. is a detailed account of the final mili- 
tary operations of the Army of Northern Virginia, and as such to a large extent is the 
Confederate counterpart of Catton's A Stillness. at Appomatox.

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the Rapidan and plunge into the Wilderness; it ends with the disintegration of the Con- 
federacy on the Richmond-Petersburg front and the forced retreat of the Army to Appomatox, 
where on April 9, 1865, it was officially dissolved. With admirable lack of bias but 
without Catton's fluid clarity of description, the author, a novelist as well as an his- 
torian, writes of confusion in the Wilderness, bloodshed at Cold Harbor, and back-and- 
forth struggles before Petersburg, but the best of the book lies not in its battle-scenes 
but in its characterizations. Longstreet, Ewell, A.P. Hill, Stuart and many others ride 
through its pages, and with them rides Lee, the Field General, here no sacrosanct hero 
but a man capable of human error. Behind Lee lurk the villains of the piece: exhaustion, 
lack of supplies, the ineffable Braxton Bragg, and above all Jefferson Davis, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Confederate Armies, who by running his war on departmental lines and 
denying needed help to Lee lost both war and country. Never fictionized but written 
with the smoothness of good fiction, this book is perhaps the author's best to date.

THE YEARS AND HOURS OF EMILY DICKINSON 2 vol. $25.00 


This is an extraordinary,interesting and original approach to the life of Emily 
Dickinson, though the author of The Melville Log, in presenting his volumes, specifically 
states that it should supplement and not replace a biography- that it be used in conjunc- 
tion with Johnson's definitive Variorium Edition of her work- and that the material here 
has been selected to provide a fuller portrait of his subject. Scraps of letters, ex- 
tracts from diaries, from journals, newspaper clippings, all are used to amplify and 
clarify. The sentimental legend that has grown up around Emily Dickinson isolates her, . 
While these pages, the evidence of immense research and application, reveal her as a more 
warmly human person who wrote more in her time as she knew it than has been suspected. 
The first volume goes from the time of her parents' engagement to her much loved brother 
Austin's marriage to her close friend Susan Gilbert of the many letters. Throughout the 
influence in her growing years of the First Church of Christ in Amherst (although she 
often declared she was not a Christian), of the college, of her own schooling, is evident. 
The second volume begins when she is 30 and continues to her death. All coalesces and 
nothing is left to surmise. Here is a gem stone in its setting. We learn about the puri- 
tan, inconsistent but able citizen, Edward Dickinson, her father, who permitted his daugh- 
ters only the Bible as reading matter. Emily was in her forties before she read a word 
of Shakespeare. This montage method presents many interesting items about the Reverends 
Dudley and Wadsworth,both free thinking ministers of the period who influenced Emily tre- 
mendously, one whom certain interpreters have claimed she loved. It also throws further 
light on the Thomas Wentworth Higginson relationship. That Emily, an Elizabeth Barrett 
who never found her Browning, was an eccentric and a sort of religious fanatic becomes 
evident. But her story is so full of her genius, her tenderness and pathos, a product 
of New England Victorian America, that it is again moving. It seems hardly possible that 
anything more could be added to the Dickinson saga, but Mr. Leyda has done just that in 
giving her this backdrop.

The author attempts essentially to answer the controversal question of whether 
or not photography is an art. He starts with the premise that film is a form of art, 
but that its achievement is satisfying aesthetically only if it is built from the spe- 
cific properties of the film medium. The author is fully aware that the properties of 
a medium elude concise definition; he states quite simply that the affinities which 
seem to be characteristic of film are its recording and revealing functions, its abil- 
ity to catch reality in its flux and not to arrange its elements into a pattern remin- 
iscent of painting or theater. He thus considers films that screen the past or the 
unreal counter to the film's basic sesthetic principles. The book is not a technical 
writing on film. The author concerns himself with editing devices, modes of lighting, 
and the effects of the close-up only to the extent to which the application of such 
cinematic devices to material renders reality as we commonly perceive it. He inquires 
into specific areas and elements of films and problems of film composition. He con- 
cludes the book with an analysis of the two main film types - the story and the non- 
story.

The art director of Conde Nast, himself a photographer, painter and writer, 

has done an unusual and very beautiful art book on 100 years of artists of the School 
@ of Paris, their works, their philosophies, their aims. The exhibition which was launched 

at the Museum of Modern Art (NYC) in 1959 provides the springboard, though the inclu- 
sion is considerably expanded. This is not a history of the period- nor even a compo- 
site biography. Rather it is a very individual approach to the individual artist- a 
total of 39 modern masters from the Impressionists on to the present. Not only is there 
sufficient of interest along the biographical lines, but something of their personali- 
ties, their homes, their tastes, the backgrounds that produced them.

This contains as clear, reasoned and articulate an explanation of the decline 
in number and quality of America's newspapers as is likely to be found anywhere. News-— 
papers are just no longer important, Lindstrom says. Now teaching journalism at tke 
University of Michigan, the author is a widely quoted “conscience” of the industry and 
his outspokenness cost him his job at the Hartford (Conn.) Times. where he was managing 
editor for years. Stepped-up deadlines, increased distribution difficulties, low news- 

@ room pay, pressure from competing media, mergers, failure to progress technically and 
the shift in financial control from "editors" to "front-office" types have added up to 
the fading of the press, Lindstrom maintains. Perhaps, he adds, as important as any 
factor has been a persistence in fighting "the hopeless battle of the scoop”, which 

cannot be won against Radio-TV, while the news magazines have successfully exploited 

at their leisure the full,untold stories that might have belonged to the press. Despite 

its merits, however, this is an uneven, disjointed book ranging from criticism to essay 
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to reminiscences to the technical and back again and may be of more interest to the trade 

than to the public. Surprisingly, in view of his other criticisms, Lindstrom is content 

and says so with the postwar ratio that gives only 35 per cent of most papers to news and © 
the rest to advertising--almost the exact reverse of the prewar ratio. Only when the |

This book falls into two distinct parts:- the history of 25 years martyrdom

Much of the story is 
interrupted by reports, extracts, quotations, etc. which give it a didactic, stilted form.

As its title indicates, this authentic and readable history of the Civil War 
by two retired U.S. Army officers, joint authors of The Military Heritage of Amerzca, 
is a succinct, one-volume account of the War from its outbreak at Fort Sumter in April, 
1861, to Johnson's Proclamation of Amnesty in May, 1865. Viewing the conflict as "total 
war", not as a series of more or less disconnected military movements, the authors trace 
campaigns and describe battles, tell of mistakes on both sides and give their own pungent 
opinions, with which not all readers will agree, of generals, presidents and politicians. 
Writing of naval engagements they tell not only of Monitor and Merrimac (or Virginca) 3 © 
but also of gunboats on inland waterways and of the often forgotten, short-lived but 
deadly Confederate submarines. Stating that in their opinion the War was decided in the 
West, not around Richmond, they tell of MacClellan's mistakes and give full credit to 
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Grant's military genius, so often overshadowed by Lee's flashing brilliance. A book 
to be supplemented by the histories of Catton, Freeman, Dowdey, etc., this balanced 
and unbiased volume will appeal less to the average Civil War buff than to serious 
students of the conflict.

GROWING UP ABSURD $3.95 


In a way it is a tribute to the versatile Paul Goodman's impressive verbal 
facility that he is capable of expanding into a book a theme which could be dealt with 
sufficiently in an essay of not inordinate length. The thesis of Growing Up Absurd 
which the author manages to state in various ways, buttressed by various circumstances, 
is that there is a disaffection for modern society on the part of the young because 
our organized system - its conformity, its irrelevant competitiveness, its role-playing, 
its avoidance of risk, its phony culture, its public-relations attitude, its basic 
meaninglessness - is inimical to the growth of excellence and manliness and that, in 
short, the things our society honors are not worth growing up to. He deals mainly 
with the problems of young men because he feels that women do not have to find self- 
justification in their work and because “youth problems" are essentially boys' prob- 
lems. He divides young men into two great groups: the Bright Young Men wasted in the 
Rat Race; and the bright young men unused and thwarted as Independents. Then there 
are the Problems: the Early Resigned (among whom he places the Beat Generation) who 
are qualified but who have quit the game; and the Early Fatalistic, the underprivi- 
leged who will never have a chance. He discusses the plight of these groups in a job 
market where there is very little serious man's work; in a class structure that is 
becoming more rigid; in a physical and social environment that has grown out of human 
scale; and in an atmosphere that generally does not encourage and certainly doesn't 
reward, the concept of Service. But finally, in spite of the pessimistic tone of the 
book, Goodman is encouraged and cheartened by the expression of "fraternity, animality 
and sexuality" he sees in delinquent behavior, the Beat and the Angry Young Men. 
Basically the book is a tour de force, lively and exceptionally readable. But it is 
certainly not, as the publishers claim, another Lonely Crowd. (LC: 60-12137)

And he sticks 
up for the cadets, including his own son, dismissed from West Point in 1951 for 
breaking honor rules.

Approximate 
yields are given, and the book is divided into a specific cycle consisting of The New 
Year, Shrovetide and Lent, Easter, Tea-Time Treats, Special Saints Days, Funny Cakes, 
Autumn Feasts, and Christmas.

This slim volume boasts its best poetry in the first relatively long section-

and its atmosphere, seeming to emulate - with less than partial success - the trance- 
like quality and magnetism of an "Ancient Marirer". It is regrettable, however, that 
Merwin feels so confident in the use of blank verse as to virtually dispense wit’ all 
attempt at poetics beyond the formation of uneven lines as opposed to paragraphs, and 
in so doing, throws verse to the winds and produces prose of occasional strength, but 
not beauty, and certainly not poetry. Divided by subject matter, rather than formal 
sections, the remainder of the book succeeds in transmitting undeclared bitterness and ©} 
irony through occasionally philosophic projections from childhood reminiscence; and as 
the pieces progress, the reader cannot but wonder at the author's impunity in attaching 
poetic assumptions to what is neither more nor less than physically rearranged prose - 
and often uninspiring prose at that. One feels that the author's claim to a reading 
audience would be validated by a frank reappraisal of work and a transition from unpoetic

In 1938 there were, according to the figures in this overpowering book, 15 
million Jews in the world, of which 9 million lived east and southeast of Germany, in 

the largest Jewish community on earth. The Nazis are supposed to have killed six 

million of them. That Hitler's men didn't manage to kill even more is in large part 

due to the activities of a small group of Americans, the American Jewish Joint Dis- 

tribution Committee, “the Joint", a private organization founded in 1914 to save the 2 
Jewish victims of World War I. This book is an account by a non-Jewish Pulitzer Prize- 
winning historian of the activities of “the Joint", from World War I to the present. 

It would be almost impossible to read of the horrors in this book if it were not for 

the fact that the accent is on heroism rather than on suffering, and on the many in- 
dividuals who battled unceasingly to alleviate the miseries of persecution and later 

to found the state of Israel. It is also on the spirit that led a group of Jewish 

doctors in the Warsaw Ghetto to prepare a valuable scientific treatise on the effects 

of starvation which they observed in their own bodies, while they waited to be sent 


to the gas ovens. A magnificent tribute to the potentialities of the human spirit.

Surely it would seem that no introduction is needed to the poetic works of 
Swinburne, one of the finest poets ever produced by England. And yet the lengthy essay 
with which Dame Edith Sitwell precedes her carefully selected compilation of this man's 
works, proves two worthy purposes -. to rejuvenate and awaken the dormant public memory 
to a poet whose music and exquisite dynamism thrilled the hearts and ears of so many, not 
too long ago; and to afford today's reader a view at once broader and more profound of 
Swinburne's poetry by selecting a combination of justly famous poems and equally worthy 
ones of lesser renown, whose beauty and intricate lyricism she puts into distinct relief 
not by a common analysis of style and content, but by using quotes from numerous critics 
and writers, which combine with her own commentary to provide a deep and complete esthetic 
comprehension of Swinburne's musicality, color, and poignance.

the foreground with illustrative examples and quotes. The entire book - introduction and 
poetry - is a boon to the library of any lover of poetry, and is sure to be welcomed and 
applauded as such.

His loyalties are irreproachable but there are many instances 
of woolly thinking. He has cast life-force principles into the moribund mold of fuzzy, 
obsolescent, slogan terminology- "experiment in peoplehood"- "striving is painful"- 
etc. He is at least partly correct in asserting "America's example is the most power- 
ful force-idea in the modern world" but that does not necessarily imply, as he insists, 
that "everybody loves America". He weaves together the preachments of Abraham Lincoln, 
the Kingdom of God on earth, and everything short of Mother to back up his contention 
that "the time has come... to facilitate the development of a world-wide welfare 
society". It requires, however, great effort to comprehend the nature of “E~ism" in 
which he tries to awaken Americans to the wonderful potential of an Economy of Excel- 
lence in Everything for Everybody Everywhere through Education and Enterprise. To 
those who yearn after undefined goals, he may appear as a true prophet; clarity of 
purpose does not exactly characterize many members of his audience. But in the light 
of simple logic, his syllogisms wear thin.

Mrs. Spaeth works for the American Federation of Arts Exhibition Service, and 
spends most of her professional time visiting museums and galleries. She contends that 
"culture" is something to which any person is entitled if he is willing to exert him- 
self enough to learn something about it. Art is a way of life to her, it seems, and 
her enjoyment and enthusiasm for the joys of museum-going and picture-owning are only 
tempered by some words of caution such as "Fantastic prices have been paid for third- 
rate paintings by name artists". Even though some particulars of her directory will 
naturally get out of date, this is a warm and worthwhile guide to American artistic 
treasures. The first section deals with what she calls "the big seven’. She then 
goes on to lesser known museums, grouping them geographically:- New England, Middle 
Atlantic, Southeastern, Eastern Central, Western Central, Southwestern and West Coast.

EDUCATION AND THE HUMAN QUEST $5 .00 


Disturbed by the prevalent state of American education, this book has been 
written with the view that "if we were to understand and apply modern knowledge to edu- 
cational problems, all our schools are obsolescent”. Deploring the belief that the 
school is the community's sole educative force, Thelen argues that everyday experience 
and its relationships are an integral part of everyone's education. He points out that 
today's education is fossilized by its slavery to institutionalized methods of learning 
and asks for "a different kind of education; an education that takes persons into account.. 
and builds on the universal human quest". He goes on to distinguish between organized 
information and knowledge. And he proposes that there are three fundamental quests going 
on in the world of man, identifies and discusses them, and presents a fourth necessary 
model of education which is dependent on the other three but must be implemented separ- 
ately. A concerned book which is not new in its basic learning-through-living approach 
and which will find its greatest audience among educators and socidlogists. The author 
is in the Dept. of Education, University of Chicago.

Franklin, Emerson, James, Dewey, Santayana, Pierce, and Whitehead are the 
author's choices as our philosophical mentors and touchstones. Franklin especially 
is dealt with thoroughly as he experienced Socratic thought, then Deism, then the _ 
practical concerns which fostered pragmatism. Emerson's intuitive processes, James' 
psychology, Dewey's "monolithic block" of work, then latter day thoughts and precepts 
of the others all are brought together in a convenient "dovetailing" of ideas---- all, 
we are told, worked in their separate ways to learn from each other and develop the 
solid block of practical, empirical thought which marks American intellectualism. 

By far the best virtue of this book is its readability. One might carp at its thesis, 
but not at the ideas it lays open to the lay reader.

Thomas Carlyle said of history: it"is the essence of innumerable biogra- 
phies". In this book the author incorporates Carlyle's concept in a unique approach 
to a survey of American history. Although he devotes portions of the book to the 
destruction of widely accepted fairy tales - George Washington and the cherry tree, 
Thomas Jefferson versus the villainous Hamilton - he does not deal primarily with the 
lives and events of the country's leaders. Rather, he analyzes the character of the 
American historical experience through a biographical study of its writers - from 
William Bradford and his Puritan mission in History to the recent historiographers. 
The book, in its most limited interpretation, is a series of biographical sketches; 
in its deeper interpretation, it summarizes the general body of ideas to which Ameri- 
cans adhere. Thus the accompanying details about any segment of history, i.e., the 
Revolution and the Civil War, have a significance in the broader content of the whole- 
the intellectual history of the American nation. The book is invaluable as an anno- 
tated bibliography of the writings of each period. Mr. Wish has produced a solid work 



























of historical scholarship and I would recommend the book to both the student of history 


and to the general reader.

Durrell's followers (The Overloaded Ark, The Drunken Forest, The Bafut 


Beagles, My Family and Other Animais) know how entertaining he can make his travels, 
collecting, encounters and the animals,and this account of his trip to West Africa 
to bring back specimens for his own zoo is a companion equal to the others. With his 
wife Jacquie, the reptile-loving Bob and his undismayed secretary Sophie, he is off - 
to face a hippo, be defeated by a python, to buy "beef", and to visit again with the 
irrepressible Fon of Bafut.

Frank Crowninshield was the inspiration of Vanity Fair, unique of its kind, and brought 
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to its pages imagination, taste, courage and wit. He had a sixth sense for recognizing 
talent- and his scope was immense, ranging from the early Thomas Wolfe, Dorothy Parker, 
Gertrude Stein, Colette, Max Beerbohn, Edna St. Vincent Millay, Elinor Wylie, to the _ 
established Alexander Woollcott, Maugham, D.H. Lawrence, Benchley.

THE HARVARD BRIEF DICTIONARY OF MUSIC $3.95 


The selections in this remarkable reference book are almost as.entertaining as 
they are comprehensive. The word "brief" is something of a misnomer. Many definitions 
use only a few words, but they are unusually succinct. Some important and interesting 
terms that get very little attention in comparable works receive exceptional treatment 
here. Excellent capsule introductions to the familiar and even the more esoteric operas 
are a welcome bonus: this department is all too often ignored in a general dictionary. 
Visually, the format is superior, with ample space between passages, and the occasional 
diagrams are well done. At this price it should gain wide acceptance in the growing 
market of advanced students and serious amateurs. 


Casson, Lionel Macmillan 
MASTERS OF ANCIENT COMEDY $5.95 


This anthology is designed to represent the origins of comedy through three 
periods - Greek 01d Comedy (Aristophanes, whose topical satires were of literature, con- 
temporary politics, and the championing of world peace - plays designated for a sophis- 
ticated and cultured audience); Greek New Comedy (Menander, whose plays were of a far 
less blase humor and cut down in comical calibre to suit a war-beaten people who wanted 
not intellectual stimulation, but a light escape from the grim realities of the day; 
and Roman Comedy (Plautus, who took little from the Greek masters and produced a com- 
mercial comedy of vulgar and elementary slapstick for an undiscriminating and common- 
mass audience; and Terence, who translated and brilliantly adapted Greek comedy of a 
far higher intellectual level than that of Plautus). The compiler includes one play by 
Aristophanes, all of the extant works of Menander (one complete play and extracts of three 
others), two of Plautus, and two by Terence. With a brief history of these three literary 
movements, this anthology is distinguished by two factors. One - it is the first to in- 
clude an English translation of Menander's works (which have been discovered only rela- 
tively recently); and two - the translator has taken the unprecedented liberty of popu- 
larizing the plays (rendering them more realistic, palatable, and entertaining for to- @ 
day's audience) not only through extremely free paraphrasing, and transposition of verse 
and prose, but through substituting American idioms and currency, and the like for the 
Greek manner of speech and drachma. It would seem that rather than to the classicist or 
the drama historian, this book is of primary interest to the modern-day audience which 
wants to be amused without taxing either knowledge or imagination, but desires the 
modified classical touch.

Hayes, Carlton J.H. Macmillan 


NATIONALISM: A Religion $5.00 


Carlton Hayes has been a student of nationalism for many years, and-has to 
his credit several other books on the subject, some of which are widely paraphrased 
here. This book must be read very carefully indeed if one is to jump the gap between 
one's own conventional definitions of nationalism, nation, and nationality and Hayes’ 
terminology, albeit he states clearly and often just how he does define them. Cultur- 
al nationalism and political nationalism he regards as historically disparate. He 
claims the U.N. put “the whole world...on a (political) nationality basis” that does 
not quite match the map of cultural nationality. This, he says, is at the root of 
much of today's struggle among nations: "The tendency has been for cultural national- 
ism to lead to political nationalism, and for each nationality (community with common 
language and traditions) to strive to establish an independent national state (standard 
political unit) of its own". Nationalism is such, concludes Hayes, that it satisfies 
man's religious compulsion, especially among Communists, who have discarded super- 
natural religion but cling tenaciously to nationalism which, when woven together with 
patriotism is, he says, more universally motivating than Communism itself. (1C:60-13226) 


Norman, Charles Macmillan 
EZRA POUND $6.95 


The fascinating story of Ezra Pound is told here chiefly through letters, 
recollections and writings of famous authors, and by Pound’s own letters. It is an 
exhilarating technique- like sitting in on an all-night jam session with Yeats, Joyce, 
Lawrence, Hemingway, etc. An unattractive, unpopular college boy and impassioned stu- 
dent of literature, Pound taught briefly in America, then went to Europe where he be- 
came- almost overnight- the red-bearded eccentric in flamboyant clothes, erudite poet, 
and center and creator of unnumerable literary whirlpools, magazines and writers. Be- 
sides the writing of his long Cant>, Pound served as organizer and adviser, lent money, 
and there appears to be no writer of his generation that he did not meet and help. 
Much of this is told in his own crochety, fierce shorthand; so it is doubly horrible 
when the same tone subtly alters into the hysterical, anti-Semitic, anti-U.S. ranting 
over the Italian Fascist radio during the war. His friends describe Pound locked in 
a cage, in prison camp, and on trial for treason but the author makes absolute Jjudg- 
ments. What, after all, can account for so extraordinary a character or tell such a 
tale better than its participants? This method gives an overpowering sense of a bril- 
liant, tormented life. (IC: 60-13141)

Smith, Ralph Lee Crowell 
THE HEALTH HUCKSTERS $3.95 


The thesis of this book is that the American public today is at the mercy of 
a vast “health huckstering" operation falsifying or distorting medical truth for com- 
mercial profit and that these villains are chiefly the advertising agencies assisted 
by some manufacturers and distributors of drugs, foods and cosmetics. Citing govern- 
ment actions against specific firms and products, testimony of medical experts and 
the work of the Better Business Bureau, Smith examines in detail {listing products 
and brand names) those areas he considers among the greatest offenders: vitamins, 
dentifrices, cold remedies, weight reducing aids, arthritic remedies, cigarette adver- 
tising, food fads and cosmetics. As part of his general debunking of the "health 
nutritionalists" and folk medicine advocates, Smith rejects the idea that the more a 
food is subjected to processing the less nutritional value it has and he claims as 
myths, the beliefs that all disease may be due to dietary deficieucies and that soil 
depletion causes malnutrition. He says that the government is substantially unable to 
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protect the consumer against misleading claims because the burden of proof (especially 
in the case of cosmetic manufacturers and advertisers) rests with the governmental agen- 
cies and that the situation has become worse under the Eisenhower businessman's adminis- 
tration. What can be done about it? Virtually nothing- (The public remains too confused © 
by the counter-claims of competing products, doctors find it impossible to keep up with 

the massive onslaught of "new" developments)- unless there is an enlargement of consumer 
protection agencies at the federal level. Possibly Smith's hyperbolic tone may be excused 

in view of the necessity for some kind of consumer protection measures and the recent 
Congressional investigation into the drug industry. (LC: 60-15098)
